Alberta Wheat Pool crop reports 
had only been received from five 
points in the County of Vulcan at 
time of writing this week, but the 
average shown for seeding com¬ 
pleted was 95 % as at May 28, 
which means that by the time this 
appears in print seeding will be 
close to 100V- completed. 

Moisture conditions are generally 
mentioned as “the best in years” 
and general conditions are con¬ 
sidered excellent at the present 
time. 

Precipitation reports show con¬ 
siderable variation throughout the 
county, with total rainfall since 
May Tat the five reporting points 
shown as follows: 

Vulcan 1.17 inches, Arrowwood 
2.25 inches. Kirkcaldy 2.0 inches, 
Carmangay 2.17 inches, Milo 1.65 
inches.

Inquest 

Held 

An inquest into the deaths on 
October 9, 1964, of John Sutton 
Denbigh and his wife, Marjorie 
Denbigh, was held in the Vulcan 
court room on Monday, May 31, 
with the provincial coroner, Dr. M. 
M. Cantor, in attendance. The 
Jury's verdict was that poor visi¬ 
bility was .a major cause of the 
accident. 

Mr. and Mrs. Denbigh, aged 44 
and 45 respectively, died when 
their panel truck struck a County 
of Vulcan road grader on Highway 
23 about one-half mile north of 
Vulcan at 6:30 p.m. on October 9. 
The truck burst into flames on 
impact with the grader and the 
bodies were incinerated before the 
fire could be extinguished. 

Twelve witnesses gave evidence 
at the inquest. Jury members were 
Harris Matlock (foreman), Stanley 
Fletcher, Robert Willard, Clay 
Snow, Howard Klippert and Ross

Technical assistance is provided on request to any numi- 
cipality for problems ranging from road intersections to zoning by¬ 
laws. In 1964 all Alberta Regional Planning Commissions received 
2,000 applications for sub divisions, while the Provincial Planning 
office received over 1,000 applications.

“He who does not open his eyes 
must open his purse." All buyman- 
ship hinges on this old German 
proverb. Every poor choice is an 
expensive one. 

Next to houses, furniture is 
probably our most lasting pur¬ 
chase. Wood furniture such as 
tables, desks, and chests is called 
“Case” goods. 

Price depends on kind and 
quality of workmanship, plus the 
quality of the wood itself. 

Usually the framework is made 
of solid wood, although plastic or 
metal may be used. The sides, 
backs, and tops can be made of 
solid wood, wood veneer, metal or 
plastic. 

When you see the label "Solid”, 
it means that all exposed parts are 
made of the solid wood named. 
When you see the label “Genuine”, 
it means that the exposed layer of 
wood veneer is of the wood named. 
You will find the former in maple 
and oak; the latter in walnut and 
mahogany. 

Most furniture today uses a solid 
hardwood frame covered with 
veneer plywood. The plywood con¬ 
sists of several thin layers of wood 
laminated under pressure. While 
“Solid” furniture is easily refinish¬ 
ed or repaired, the veneer method 
of manufacture gives greater 
strength and resistance to warping. 
It also gives more scope for match¬ 
ing wood grain, curving fronts, and 
other design possibilities. Veneer 
methods of manufacture are used 
for everything from the cheapest 
to the most expensive lines. 

Metal furniture is made of 
wrought iron, cast aluminum, or 
enamelled steel. Used often out¬ 
doors, it is also found in kitchen 
and living room pieces. 


Well made ’Vase” goods should 
stand firmly. It cannot be rocked. 
Movable parts such as doors, 
drawers, and drop leaves should fit 
and operate smoothly. 

Look for these construction 
points; 

Backs— High quality furniture 
has inset backs screwed in place 
and finished by sanding and stain¬ 
ing. The back of poor furniture is 
flush with the sides and nailed in 
place. 

Drawers— Should have smooth 
sanded surfaces and the joints 
should be “Dovetailed”. There 
should be a dust panel of wood be¬ 
tween drawers, and center or side 
glides to allow the drawer to func¬ 
tion smoothly. 

Knobs and Handles— Should be 
firmly attached, easy to grasp, and 
in harmony with the body of the 
furniture. 

Joinings— Corners underneath 
tables and chairs must be re-in- 
forced with blocks of wood, notched 
and screwed in place. ‘‘Mortise and 
Tenon” is one good join. It is a 
rectangular hole (Mortise) In one 
piece of wood into which is fitted 
a rectangular projection (Tenon) 
f\ bm the adjoining piece. “Double 
Dowel” is a second good Join. One 
piece of wood has two holes, one 
above the other, into which two 
dowles projecting from the other 
piece are fitted and glued. 

Structural parts of metal furni¬ 
ture should be securely bolted, 
riveted, screwed or welded to¬ 
gether. 

Interior surfaces of all ease 
goods should be smooth finished. 

Learn to ask questions. Know 
the reputation of the manufacturer 
who makes the furniture and the 
retailer who sells it.

FROM LAWNS

Dandelions can be effectively re¬ 
moved from lawns by the timely 


application of 2,4-D. 

W. Lobay, Supervisor of Soils 
and Weed Control with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, reports 
that 2,4-D does a good job of re¬ 
moving dandelions and many other 
broad-leafed weeds if it is applied 
when they are small and actively 
growing. 

Mr. Loby says between now and 
the end of June is the time to 
apply this chemical so that there is 
no danger of the drift .harming 
seedlings and bedding plants. Care 
must be taken that the drift does 
not settle on perennial flowers, 
shrubs and trees around the lawn. 

According to Mr. Lobay, the 
amine formulation is the safest 
kind of 2,4-D to use because it does 
not evaporate. The watering can 
is probably the safest applicator. 
With a watering can the spray can

be applied directly to the weeds 


other plants. If a sprayer is used, 
it must have a nozzle which gives 
off a coarse spray. It is impossible 
to prevent a fine spray or mist 
from drifting on to the surround¬ 
ing vegetation. Spraying should be 
done on a quiet sunny morning — 
never on a windy day. 

Lawns which have been treated 
should not be mown or watered 
for two or three days, says Mr. 
Lobay. This will allow the chemical 
to be thoroughly absorbed by the 
weeds. 

Water cans or sprayers which 
have been used for 2,4-D solutions 
should be labelled and kept for 
this purpose only. Even trace 
amounts of this herbicide can be 
dangerous to garden plants.
